Reaching my desk this morning is 
a booklet of 112 pages, entitled “Soviet 
Imperialism Plunders Asia”. This book- 
let is published by the Free Trade 
Union Committee of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, also called Labor 
League for Human Rights. The first 
chart in the book is a map showing the 
location of 175 penal colonies or slave 
labor camps operated by the USSR. 
The book seems to be authentic and 
well documented. It points out that 
there are 14 million of these slave 
laborers. For that matter, the other

The result today is that the Commu- 
nists control very few local uhions.

They 
could cooperate more closely in the 
battle against inflation. Ynflation ~ is 
one of the deadliest enemies we must 
fight in this currently abnormal econo- 
mic condition. Of course, we all realize 
that if everything else is permitted to 
go up, labor must also go up. but it 


must be apparent to all wage earners | 


that the never-ceasing drive for in- 
creased wages only brings about the 
increased cost of everything that the 
wage earner has to buy. Labor leaders 
could do their members a real construc- 
tive service by joining in a fight for 
all-out across-the-board controls. For, 
every intelligent laborer must realize 
that you cannot control the cost of 
the products which he buys without also 
controling labor. This whole question 
of controls and the fight against infla- 
tion will be coming up again shortly in 
the Congress. The Congress, Labor, 
Capitel, and the Adminstration in the 
common interest, should get their col- 
lective heads together and put a stop 
to this inflation spiral. Otherwise, we
